OF TREASURE ISLAND

THE SECRET OF TREASURE ISLAND may 
be the most under-rated of the sound serials. It 
has repeatedly been cited as an example of the 
faults of the serials - usually for the wrong 
reasons - but is really as enjoyable a cliffhanger 
as Columbia ever produced and compares 
favorably with most serials of its period. 
ISLAND did often avoid cliffhanger situations 
of irnmediate physical danger. Instead. as was 
common in the silents and early talkies. some 
episodes ended on a note of suspense or mystery. 
These were effectively done, however, and 
offered sufficient inducement to any viewer to 
return for the next chapter. In fact, the serial's 
best reputation is among those who saw

individual episodes in the thirties but were unable 
to view the entire picture. These chapter endings 
were never an excuse to eliminate action or 
danger from the film. and some of the most 
exciting situations were introduced and resolved 
within asingle episode. When perilous cliffhanger 
episodes were used. ISLAND offered escapes 
without cheats. Recaps were followed by a fade 
out/in emphasizing that not a frame had been 
added or altered. Director Elmer Clifton did 
these cliffhangers beautifully. but filmed himself 
into trouble at the end of chapter fourteen. It was 
an outstanding climax, but the feeble escape 
written for him was, at best, disappointing. 

The often criticized "Ghost" stands on its own 


merits. It was superbly done in chapter two, and 
this and every appearance was in accord with the 
explanation offered in the last episode. It was 
shown as a gigantic, transparent figure, capable 
of passing through solid barriers. and was done so 
well as to make the terror of Collins’ guards 
completely understandable. Grant Withers 
impersonated the specter in chapters three and 
four. but there was no question of his being the 
real phantom. In fact. after he was pitched to the 
ground from an upper story window. the Ghose 
appeared to criticize his performance! 

After unsatisfactory use of "personality" leads 
Frank Buck and Frank Hawks, Columbia went to 
pro Don Terry. A likeable performer with some 
nine years experience in the movies. He was 
excellent. Gwen Gaze did well as the girl 
subjected to the terrors of the "isle of fear." and 
Grant Withers was particularly good as their 
pricipal enemy. He sought a treasure map 
throughout the serial, and was repeatedly 
frustrated as the script had him attempting to get 
it from Don Terry when Gwen Gaze had it. or 
attacking her when Terry carried it. Almost 
every role was done by a serial veteran, from 
Walter Miller as Carter Collins to Clara Kimball 
Young in the briefest of bits in chapter ten. Writer 
George Rosener. credited for Continuity and 
Dialogue Director. seemed determined to give 
actor George Rosener every opportunity to steal 
the picture, and his portrayal of Captain Cuttle, a 
hook-handed nautical character who was on the 
island when Collins arrived. is a delight. The hook 
is a beautiful prop. and he uses it to the hilt as he

attempts to shake hands with Don Terry, tamps 
tobacco into a pipe. or scratches his head. His 
mocking comments are directed at all of the 
players, and punctuated by his song about a sea 
captain even more eccentric than himself - every 
verse ending on the cheerful note: "And they 
found him with his throat cut in the morning!” 

Production values were good, showing in such 
details as elaborate, well furnished sets. even 
including the tunnels beneath the island and the 
treasure chamber. This was a huge vault packed 
with jewels and gold that put to shame the 
treasure sought in any other serial and most 
features. There was effective music throughout, 
and care was taken to provide a bang-up ending. 
The climax, showing the destruction of the island 
- and most of the cast - is a classic finish and 
exciting to watch even today. 

Logic is often ignored. and there is no point in 
trying to solve the mvsteries from the clues 
presented. In chapter one. Faxton tells Toni that 
she was named for her father. Anthony. The man 
who will turn out to be the father is then identified 
as George Westmore. Later. the same man is 
established through dialogue as Brennan 
Westmore. There is no explanation of the various 
names. The island guards are shown throughout 
the serial armed with rifles and belaying pins. 
except in chapter seven when Collins orders them 
to “Get the sworsmen, go at once to the room of 
doors, and make Kent a prisoner! " Of course it 
was done to set up a sword fight. The fight was a 
beauty. though. and if logie was sacrificed for 
action, isn't that what the serials are all about? 


Chapter One: The Isle of Fear 


Blackhawk, terror of the seas. has established a 
base on a small volcanic island. His men secrete 
the treasure of looted ships in the island's 
caverns, but the volcano erupts, wiping out the 
pirates... 

..and. in the present, a fugitive attempts to 
escape that same Treasure Island. He runs 
through the night to the shore and commandeers 
a speedboat. Hawkins, a servant, sees him and 
sounds the alarm. Carter Collins, master of the 
island. and the Professor operate controls 
mounted in Collins’ desk. Warned by alarm 
gongs, the fugitive, Paul Thorndyke. who 
disappeared while seeking the story of Collins, 
The Shark. who has earned the name by his 
ruthless methods and who now owns Treasure 
Island. Thorndyke’s wrecked boat has been 
picked up by the Coast Guard. and Westmore 
fears for his life. Larry, though, regards the new 
assignment as a vacation. 

Salt Water Jerry, a waterfront character. 
brings Captain Tom Faxtona letter which Faxton 
realizes will solve the mystery of the parentage of 
Toni Morrell, his ward. He sends Jerry for the 
girl. Grindley enters, identifies himself as a 
servant of Collins - an old shipmate of Faxton's - 
and demands the captain's portion of a treasure 
map. The old seaman attacks him, but is stabbed 
with his own dagger and mortally wounded. 
Grindley leaps out a window as Jerry and Toni 
arrive, and hears the dying Faxton tell her to seek 
her father on Treasure Island and give her the 
map - concealed, unknown to him. in the murder 
knife. With an accomplice, Grindley tries to 
intercept Toni's car, but runs off the road and 
crashes into a fire hydrant. 

Aboard the Dolphin, bound for Cortez, Larry 
meets Grindley, then fights him off when the man 
attacks Toni. demanding the map. A damaged 
boat is sighted. and a cloaked and hooded man is 
taken aboard, only to die after babbling about 
Thorndyke, the Shark, and the terrors of 
Treasure Island. Larry and Toni decide to take 
his boat and head directly forthe island. Grindley 
overhears this, slugs a crewman, and stows away 
in the craft. 

Toni and Larry land on Treasure Island. The 
piratical guards jump Kent, and the girls runs 
away when she sees Grindley coming from the 
boat. She fles to a shack. A menacing, hook- 
handed character peers through the window, and 
she backs away only to drop through a trap door. 
In a dark cavern below, hooded figures close inon 
the girl. Toni screams! 


Chapter Two: The Ghost Talks 


As the hooded men close in, Dreer. their leader, 
warns Toni to leave the island. These are the mole 
men, slave laborers condemned by Collins to dig 
for pirate treasure in the tunnels beneath 
Treasure Island. Captain Cuttle appears and 
disperses them with blinding flashes of the 
Professor's ray light. Learning Toni's name, he 
offers her his friendship, then sends her through a 
secret panel. Larry hurls one of his attackers 
from a cliff into the sea, breaks clear of the 
others, and follows Toni into the shack - and falls 
through the same trap door. Cuttle sends him into 
the tunnels. He encounters Hawkins in a wine 
cellar, and learns that he is expected. Kent 


follows the servant to the great hall, where Toni is 
now dining with Collins, Grindley. the Professor. 
and Doctor X and Zanya, a physician and nurse 
hired - and imprisoned - by the Shark. Collins 
possesses the other half of the map. 

Below, mole men, sent to replace the mine that 
blasted Thorndyke's boat. decide to destroy 
Collins. Overpowering Dreer, they detonate the 
explosive under the foundation of the house - but 
succeed only in blowing up an out building. Collins 
orders Grindley to take Toni and Larry to their 
rooms while he investigates the explosion. The 
Ghost stalks the island. terrifying Collins’ 
guards. Larry arms himself and joins Toni as real 
eyes follow them from 8 portrait of Blackhawk 
hung in her room. They walk through the 
building's halls until the Ghost appears before 
them, demanding Toni's map. Larry fires again 
and again into the phantom. He laughs, and 
advances at them with drawn cutlass! 


Chapter Three: The Phantom Duel 


As the Ghost moves at Toni and Larry he fades 
away. Collins and Hawkins arrive to find Kent 
holding the girl. who has fainted. They are 
escorted back to her room. The volcano thunders, 
and, as tremors shake the house. a secret panel 
opens. They explore the passageway. which leads 
to a shack some distance from the main house. 
Blazing volcanic rocks destroy the building as 
they run back into the tunnel. They meet 
Hawkins, who takes them back to the hall where 
Collins has assembled his people. Grindley is 
missing, and Hawkins is sent to find him. The 
Ghost walks again, and the terrified butler runs 
into one of the island's old buildings - then 
stumbles through a secret door. He is in the 
treasure chamber! He grabs a handful of gold

coins and runs into the night screaming of his find 
- and dies, as Grindley fires an explosive missile 
into his body. Larry runs up to find the coins. 

Collins, determined to prevent further 
interference from Westmore's people. orders the 
editor killed. Gunmen chase him and wreck his 
car. but he is uninjured. Larry shows Toni the 
coins, and a very solid "Ghose" walks in on them 
and tries to take the gold. Larry grabs a sword 
and battles the intruder, but is knocked from a 
stairway. As he lies stunned. the attacker makes 
a murderous thrust at his throat! 


Chapter Four: Buried Alive 


Toni huls a club at the "Ghost" and Larry 
jumps up to resume the fight. This time, the 
intruder is driven through an upper story window 
and sent crashing to the ground. A mole man 
appears. grabs Toni, and fires a gas pistol at 
Larry, knocking him out. The hooded figure takes 
her to the room and finds the gold coins. Later. he 
unmasks as Doctor X and shows Zanya the pieces 
of eight. The Ghost appears to ridicule his fallen 
impersonator, now revealed as Grindley. Larry 
revives and finds Toni in her room. There, the 
Ghost again claims the map, then, laughing. 
fades away. 

On the mainland. Jameson, a detective 
investigating the Faxton murder. tells Westmore 
that he has gained the confidence of Salt Water 
Jerry and will accompany him to Treasure Island 
to seek Toni Morrell. The mole men attempt to 
leave the island, claiming that their original 
contracts have expired, but Grindley and Dreer 
battle them until Collins’ guards arrive. forcing 
them to remain. Toni and Larry try to follow her 
half of the map. and enter the island's tunnels. 
Grindley follows. Mole men spot him, and see a 
chance to kill their enemy. They pull out the 
supporting timbers of the tunnel. Grindley gets 
clear. but Larry and Toni are driven into a dead 
end as tons of rock pour down on them! 


Chapter Five: The Girl Who Vanished 
The two are protected by fallen timbers, but 


find themselves trapped until Toni notices a draft 
near the base of a rock wall. They break through 
into another tunnel, and find atrap door leading in 
to Cuttle's home in a beached ship. Larry takes 
the girl to Dr. X's dispensary, where he spots 
Jameson and Jerry landing on the island. X also 
sees them. Jerry is captured by a guard when the 


two separate. Kent overpowers the guard, 
escaping with Jerry across a rope bridge. 
Nearby. Cuttle and the mole men fire an 


explosive charge that sends å boulder crashing 
through the bridge. but they "ride" it to the 
ground below. 

Jameson, searching Toni's room when Zanya 
brings her back. hides in a closet. A suit of 
oriental armor comes to life, raising a dagger to 
menace Toni. who screams. Larry has returned 
to the house, and runs up with Collins. The room is 
empty, but. when they open the closet, Jameson's 
body falls out. Larry refers to him as a detective, 
and Collins, furious at the thought of police 
interference, orders Kent imprisoned. As he is 
taken out, the giant figure of the Ghost appears. 
Larry forces a fight, but is slammed into the wall 
and collapses, unconscious. 


Chapter Six: Trapped by the Flood 


Larry revives and breaks clear of the guards. 
only to be captured by Grindley. In the dungeons 
below the island, Thorndyke sees water begin to 
seep into his cell, then is taken out as the guards 
bring Larry in and chain him to the wall. 
Jameson's "body" is taken to the dispensary. but 
he revives and escapes. The Professor enters 
Toni's room through a secret panel. removes her 
from the armor, and takes her to the dispensary. 
She revives to find the knife containig the map 
missing. The Professor has it. but Grindley seizes 
it and flees. only to be jumped by Jameson. The 
detective recovers the knife after a fight and 
turns it over to Jerry. 


Tunneling below sea level. the mole men strike 
water and retreat as the cavern is flooded. Walls 
collapse. and the sea pours into the dungeon. 
Larry struggles to escape his chains as the water 
rises over him!

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ZDID YOU KNOW THAT ............................................ By Lawrence Adams 


% Jack “Jock” Mahoney starred in three Columbia serials. Jack, Jock, Jocko - his name keeps changing. Born on February 7, 
1919, he was christened Jacques O'Mahoney. But he is better known as Jock O'Mahoney or Jack Mahoney. 
Now the serials. As Lt. Jim Archer, undercover investigator, Mahoney worked alongside young Bill Cody (Dickie Moore) in 
"Cody of the Pony Express." Peggy Stewart was Linda Graham in this 1950 production. Together they exposed Mort Black (George 
J. Lewis) as being the leader of the outlaw band. 
In the 1951 chapter play. “Roar of the Iron Horse," Mahoney was Jim Grant, government investigator for the railroad. Set in the 
late 19th century, "...Iron Horse" offered viewers mysterious railroad accidents, a meteor supposedly filled with valuable rare 
gems, and Jim Grant battling the Baron 
Jack Mahoney's last serial role was as Joe Ward in "Gunfighters of the Northwest" (1954). Action in this serial included indian 
attacks, a mountain avalanche, and much outdoor excitement. Actually, "Gunfighters" was filmed entirely outdoors. No indoor 
sets were used - unusual. even for an action-packed serial. 
A former Tarzan and stunt man, Jack Mahoney is probably best remembered as television's Range Rider. Co-starring in this 
series from the early fifties was Dick Jones who played Dick West, the all-American boy. 
Did you know that Jack Mahoney is the step father of Sally "Sybil/Flying Nun" Fields. Sally is the daughter of Margaret 
Fields/Mahoney. Remember her in "The Man From Planet X" (1951). 
In the recent Burt Reynolds' flick, "Hooper," Sally Field played the daughter of "Jocko" (Brian Kieth), a retired stunt man. 
Hmmmm....... interesting coincidence.

Learning that Norton, key to his plans of 
conquest, was aboard the volplane, the Khan 
tunes in the scene of the crash in his reflectoplate 
and sees Crash and Billy pull the professor from 
the wreckage.

Convinced that no one has survived the 
destruction of the sacred city, Hakur orders his 
men back to the metal tower. Crash digs himself 
out and finds Billy and Diana uninjured, but 
Sharad is dead. Moloch, only wounded, reports 
the retreat of the black robes. Taken to the Khan. 
Norton reports that his rocket motors are ready, 
but he needs charts and instruments from the 
submarine to plot a course to bring the tower into 
striking distance of the American coast. Hakur 
takes him there in the juggernaut, and after 
removing the materials, they see Crash and the 
others approaching. They resubmerge the sub, 
but with two volkites aboard to trap the surface 
people. 

Crash sees that the vessel has been raised, and 
enters alert for trouble. As the robots close in, he 
shoots out their control panels. He discovers that 
their machinery can be removed, leaving the 
outer shell as a perfect disguise for penetrating 
the tower.

Chapter One: The Masked Avenger 


Barbara Meredith. sister of Randolph Meredith, who 
owns and operates a newspaper campaigning for 
Statehood for the Territory of Idaho, takes over the 
paper after her brother's death in a battle between the 
lawless element of Crescent City and those who want 
law and order in the territory.

headed by Don Hammond who outwardly is a 
respectable citizen and owner of the stage lines 
Hammond's gang tries to wreck the newspaper office 
and waylay the wagon carrying new presses for the 
newspaper. Vic saves the paper andridesto prevent the 
wagon attack. Barbara, warned by Tenpoint. dons the 
Whip's costume and rides to the rescue. In a thrilling 
fight. a runaway wagon carrying Vic and an outlaw. 
Evans, plunges off the road to crash on the jagged rocks 
below. 


Chapter Two: Tomb of Terror 


Vic leaps from the crashing wagon just before it goes 
off the road. The outlaw, Evans. is carried to his death 
on the rocks below. Vic. who is still unaware that the 
Black Whip is Barbara Meredith. publishes notice of a 
$10.000 reward for the identity of the leader of the outlaw 
gang. Hammond, seeing the danger. plans to have the 
money stolen from Lis own stage company vault andto 
have the safe blown upso suspicion will not point at him. 
Vie arrives at the stage company office just as Baxter 
and Harris. two of the outlaws are ready to blow the 
safe. Vic is knocked out in the fight that follows and 
Baxter grabs the money bag while Harris lights the fuse 
of the explosive keg. Barbara, as The Black Whip. 
comes in and another fight follows in which she is 
pushed into the vault where the fuse is sputtering. 
Baxter slams and locks the vault door and as The Black 
Whip hurls herself against it, the roar of the explosion 
shakes the room. apparently blowing the vault in which 
Barbara has been locked to bits. 


Chapter Three: Mob Murder 


In the vault, Barbara finds a second steel door which 
she crouches behind as the explosion shatters the outer 


vault tearing off the door and allowing her to escape. 
Fearful of Vic discovering that she is The Black Whip. 
she leaves. Vic is found near the vault and suspected by 
the townspeople of robbery of the reward money. He is 
jatled and Hammond. working under cover with his 
mob. plans to frame Vic and have him lynched. Barbara 
realizes Vic will be saved only by recovery of the money 
so, as The Black Whip, whe surprises Baxter and Harris 
in their hideout.

Chapter Four: Detour to Death 


Recovering from the blow which knocked her from 
her horse, Barbara. as The Black Whip. rolls under 
cover as Harris rides toward her. She whips him from 
his horse and rides into town with Harris and the money 
just in time to confront the mob about to lynch Vic. A 
note pinned to Harris’ clothing and signed by The Black 
Whip results in Vic being cleared and Harris thrown into 
jail for the theft of the reward money. Vic and the 
Marshal anticipate that the gang will try to break 
Harris out of jail so they load him into the stage bound 
for another town for his trial. However, Harris has 
cleverly warned the mob and they ride to overtake the 
stage. The Black Whip. learning what has happened. 
rides to Vic's aid. In å spectacular chase and fight, the 
stage driver is killed and Harris escapes after knocking 
Vic out. The Black Whip drives off the outlaws but the 
runaway coach with Vic unconscious in it. rolls off a 
wrecked bridge to destruction. 


Chapter Five: Take Off That Mask 


The stagecoach lands in a river and Vic swims to 
safety. The Black Whip, riding away from the scene. is 
pursued by outlaws but eludes them by riding behind the 
waterfall to her secret cave. The outlaw gang notes the 
nearness of Barbara’s ranch to the place The Black 
Whip disappeared and conclude that she knows the 
secret identity of the masked rider. They invade 
Barbara's home and take her to their hideout where 
they force her to write a note to be printed in her own 
newspaper telling The Black Whip to appear at a 
rendezvous if her own life is to be spared. Barbara 
manages to word the note so as to give Vic and Tenpoint 
a clue to the hideout. Vic rides to the hideout but 
Barbara escapes before his arrival. As he battles the 
outlaws, Barbara, now garbed as The Black Whip rides 
in. The outlaws get the upper hand in a thrilling battle. 
With his gun trained on Vic, one of the outlaws threatens 
to shoot if The Black Whip doesn't reveal her identity. 
Barbara starts to remove her mask. 


Chapter Six: Fatal Gold 


The Black Whip’s hand goes up to remove the mask 
but instead she uncoils her deadly whip and with perfect 
aim, lashes the gun from the outlaw's hand. She and Vic 
drive the outlaws off. The Black Whip then rides off to 
resume her identity as Barbara Meredith. Later, Vic 
and Barbara befriend an old prospector who has made a 
rich gold strike. The oulaws realize that å gold rush will 
bring in settlers who will vote for Statehood for Idaho. 
Hammond sends his men to locate the gold strike and 
kill the prospector. Vic drives off the outlaws' first 
attack but they return later with a barrel of gunpowder, 
their plan being to blast the prospector's camp from a 
cliff above it. They overpower Vic in Յ savage fight 
Barbara resumes her disguise as The Black Whip and 
rides up to the prospector’s tent and enters it just as the 
barrel of gunpowder with a lighted fuse is dropped from 
the cliff above. The tent is blown up just amoment after 
The Black Whip has entered. 


Chapter Seven: Wolf Pack 


The Black Whip and Zeke Haydon. the prospector. 
escape death in the blast because Haydon's tent covers 
the mine entrance which protects them during the 
explosion. Word spreads concerning the gold strike and 
wagon trains of settlers head for Crescent City. 
Hammond sends his outlaws to turn the wagons back 
despite the posse that has been formed to protect them. 
Part of Hammond's plan includes a ficticious story told 
as the posse is leaving to meet the wagons that sends the 
posse in the wrong direction The Marshal becomes 
suspicious but is overpowered by one of the gang. Vic 
learns of the situation and rides off to warn the wagon 
train. The Black Whip and Vic protect the wagontrainin 
a spectacular chase and gunfight. The Black Whip rides 
to a cliff where two outlaws prepare to drop explosives 
onto the wagon train below.

Chapter Eight: The Invisible Victim 


The Black Whip is saved from her fallover the cliff by 
falling through the canvas top of one of the wagons 
passing along the road below. The outlaws capture Vic 
and imprison him in a shack. Hammond speculates that 
Vic or another prominent townsman may be The Black 
Whip but after Hammond. Baxter, and Harris discuss 
the matter. they are all eliminated. Hammond decides 
Barbara knows the identity of The Black Whip and 
sends Baxter and Harris with Vic as prisoner to her 
ranch. There they threaten to kill Vic unless she 
produces The Black Whip. Barbara agrees and rides 
from the ranch to the secret waterfall entrance to her 
cave. dons The Black Whip disguise and races back to 
the ranch. She enters the house by a secret passage and 
reaches the room where Vic is tied up. As she frees Vic, 
the outlaws see her.

The two outlaws. Baxter and Harris find The Black 
Whip has tricked them by leaving her boots under the 
curtain and escaping.

Vic takes Baxter prisoner, leaves him at the 
ranch and meets Barbara at the newspaper office 
where they plan a trap for Hammond. At a citizen's 
meeting, Vic lets it be known that Baxter has escaped 
but left a note stating: ‘Tell the chief to meet me.

Vic and The Black Whip leap behind an overturned 
ore car in time to avoid the blast and escape. Barbara 
tells Vie that the outlaw leader will now bear a scar from 
her whip on his hand. In town. Vie demands that 
Hammond sign papers releasing the reward money and 
notes that Hammond wears a glove. As Vic orders him 
to remove the glove. Hammond grabs a gun and escapes 
to a secret camp. Election day follows and Hammond 
learns the votes will carry the statehood proposal so he 
orders his men to ride into town to destroy the ballots.
